Academic freedom, freedom 
of the press and the right to 
read would ali be ‘‘directly as- 
saulted’’ if the “‘Clean Amend- 
ment’’ passes, according to a 
resolution adopted by the English 
department. 

In a statement unanimously 
supported by the department, it 
is said that the anti-obscenity 
initiative (proposition 16) ‘‘would 
subject teachers, students, libar- 
ians, newsmen, publishers and 
book sellers to uncertainty and 
possible harassment in the course 
of their legitimate pursuits,’’ 

Local authorities would have 


almos! unlimited powers of cen- ‘ 


sorship, the resolution declared, 
and the measure would make 
a work’s literary merit or so- 
cial importance irrelevant in 
judging its supposed obscenity.

Jazz Festivals All-Stars, Thurs- 
day, October 6 in the Men’sgym 

Leading the limelight will be 
guitarist Bola Sete and his trio, 
the John Handy Quintet and jazz 
pianist-song stylist Jean Hoff- 
man will provide ample entertain- 
ment for jazz fan and anyone else 
who likes good solid music. 

The Handy quintet is the first 
jazz group organized in the last 
ten years which is primarily a 
concert jazz ensemble. Appear- 
ances throughout the San Fran- 
cisco area lead to engagement 
at the Monterey Jazz lestival 
of 1965-1966 and a recording 
which followed entitled simply, 
‘John Handy Recorded live at 
the Monterey Jazz Festival.’ 

Downbeat’s jazz critic l.eon- 
ard Feather said about the group 
following its appearance in the 
March 1965 Chamber Jazz Series 
at UCLA that ‘Individually and 
collectively, this is the most ex- 
citing new group to gain recog- 
nition during the past year. 

“Its emotional range is broad, 
its ability to communicate with 
an audience is extraordinary and 
it brings to prominence five major 
talents,’’ 

Handy himself, a remarkable 
gifted alto saxophonist, occasion~ 
ally reaches for high-pitched 
sounds and strained effects that 
are not a normal part of the in- 
struments compass, but this is 
all part of a skillfully designed 
pattern for the most part he 
stays within the conventional tonal 
realm of the instrument, extract- 
ing from it the full, clear sound 
for which it was presumably 
designed. 

Michael White astonishes lis-

jazz violinist. He is the major 
new contributim on this instru- 
ment in a quarter-century, 

Guitarist Jerry Hahn shows a 
broad «and masterful harmonic 
and melodic sweep in his con- 
sistently inventive solos. In the 
ensembles, his heavily amplified 
chording prevents the splendidly 
hard driving drums of Terry 
Clark from dminating the over- 
all sound, 

The incredibly fast-moving 
solos of Bassit Donald Thomp- 
son utilizing extensive chords 
provide yet another reminder 
of the progress of jazz in the 
past two decades. 

In concert with the Quintet 
will be superb jazz song stylist 
and outstanding jazz _ pianist 
Jean Hoffman. 

Jean began working profes- 
sionally in the mid 1950’s in 
the Jazz Workshop in San Fran- 
cisco, and was one of the primary 


reasons for it receiving later 
recognition, 
Since then she has worked 


many other San Franciscan clu)s 
including the Blackhawk, Facks, 
and the Trident.

Parking on campus has caused much grumbling among students, 
Parking areas are inconveniently located and large traffic back-up 
seems to be the cause of many funny, yet very real situations.

NEW ROUTE 

A new route could aleviate 
slow traffic back-up on campus.

The center of campus will be the 
new library in less than four 
years, thus changing the conven- 
iency of the parking areas.

MONTEREY JAZZ FESTIVAL: 
MANY CONTRASTS,MOODS. 


(Monterey Jazz Festival: At- 
mosphere, First of three install- 
ments reviewing the jazz festi- 
val.) 

It rained the last morning of 
the festival and the wet streqts 
together with the bright Monter- 
ey sun gave the pavement a pleas- 
ant radiance, The smell of the 
nearby bay is not sharp or fishy 
but still reminiscent of the sea. 

There is music in the sound of 
rain hitting the streets, and in 
girls of all ages giggling and 
smiling, and in the comfortable 
mixing of black and white men 
who talk and joke and drink to- 
gether at the festival. So much 
of jazz’s music can be heard with- 
out the presence of a trumpet or 
a piano or any instrument, 

The contrasts among the fes- 
tival audiences is a little funny. 
Men and women with citified man- 
ners and dress are apt tobe seat- 
ed next to three youths with shoul- 
der-length hair wearing ber- 
mudas and sandals; while a blond 
in sweater and capris is sitting 





or strolling arm in arm with a 
Negro dressed ivy league all the 
way. Also policemen smile dur- 


ing the festival. There is an oc- 
casional drunk, both sexes, and 
they are generally friendly or 
quiet or repulsive, You can’t es- 
cape phonies so they’re at the 
festival, too, 

sway back and forth like they 
had a heavy weight tied around 
their necks, 

As Glackin of the Sacramento 
Bee also observes, the Monterey 
Jazz festival audiences as a whole 
have a listening style, a style 
which types them as a quality 
group. 

They can cheer and clap hap- 
pily to the generated excitement 
of a big band, matching the band 
in enthusiasm and volume, or they 
can listen hushed, like a happy 
church service, to every note of 
an unamplified guitar solo. This 
is a feat-and something a little 
more-——considering every audi- 
ence was 6,600 people.

HORNET FOOTBALLERS WIN 26-17 


CAL POLY POMONA BRONCOS 
VICTIMS IN SSC HOME OPENER 


Sac State’s football team, down 9-6 at the intermission, came back 
at the intermission, came back in the second half to score three touch- 
downs last Saturday as they chalked up an impressive 26-17 victory 
over previously unbeaten Ca] Poly of Pomona, 


The game, played before a crowd of 


2500 at SSC, opened the Hor - 


nets’ home season and gave them their first win in three outings. 


The Green and Gold offense, 
which had been unable to move 
the ball with any regularity in the 
first two contests, scored on two 
sustained drives and added two 
more touchdowns after a fumble 
recovery and a blocked punt, 

Another heartening note for 
SSC fans was the passing of quar - 
terback Lyle James, He hit five 
of 11 attempts for 59 yards and 
one touchdown, That’s 11 yards 
and one score more than the Hor- 
nets were able to muster in the 
first two contests, James was also 
the leading rusher, netting 49 
yards in 11 tries, 

DEFENSE GOOD 

While James and company 
were taking care of the offense, 
the Hornet defenders were doing 
their usual fine job, They held 
the Broncos, who had scored 62 
points in their first two games, to 
a 1 yard on the ground and 112 
overall. 

The Green and Gold, using the 
same hard rush that had frustrat- 
ed Santa Clara’s Ray Calcagno 
the week before, dropped the Poly 
passer, Fred Matalone, 13 times 
for a loss of 107 yards, Matalone’s 


understudy, Rich Benson, was 
also downed once for a 12-yard 
loss, 


The Hornet secondary picked 
off two Matalone aerials, one of 
them setting up the last SSC six- 
pointer, Another theft was called 
back in the second period with 
Cal Poly leading 9-6 and was re- 
turned 35 yards by Mike Keese for 
an apparent touchdown, but the 
Hornets were offside on the play, 

PUNT RETURN 

For the second straight week 
Ray Clemons’ men were victimiz- 
ed by a long puntreturn,on y this 
time it didn’t cost them the game, 
It came with 1:28 left in the initial 
period and the visitors trailing, 
6-0. Hornet Dennis Jones punted 
from his 42 and Tim Hackworth 
took it on the Cal Poly 21, He 
went down the right sideline, broke 
into the clear at the 50, and gal- 
loped the rest of the way to tie 
it at 6-6. Mickey Bellah’s con- 
version kick made it 7-6, 

Don Warhurst’s Broncos added 
two more points in the second 
stanza on a safety, With a third- 
and-25 on the SSC 10, Jim Wheel- 
er went back to pass and was 
tackled in the end zone by John 


Kutschka. 
The only Hornet score on the
